Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Feix contacted me to discuss a possible amendment to claim 1 
to overcome the rejection based on the above art. Mr. Feix discussed making it clear that the constant length of the 
first length of the first upper flange portion is in the z-direction along the entire length of the longitudinal x-axis of the 
first fastening strip and argued how this would be different from the above art. I indicated that this would appear to be 
a different structure from the art applied, but that it narrows the scope of claim 1 so as to require further search and 
consideration so as to constitute new issues. I stated that if an amendment after final of the discussed scope was filed 
that it would not be entered at this stage of prosecution. 
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
